The dearth o f leather aLo dr« *\e tin* |M*op]e 
to all so rt* o f gro tesqu e esjxdio nts.

leather, especially, o wing to the difficu lty 
which t he small tanneries o xj>eriene©d in its 
pro du ctio n, was extremely scarce. 
Wo o d, 
which had lo ng tieen wo rn to a limited ex­ 
tent by tie* sin ye* in so me lo calities, no w 
the making o f sho e« , 
the very first in- 
patentAl u nder the Co nfederate 
go vernment. 
In the beginning a co nsider­ 
able variety o f shai» *s prevailed. Ho me co u ld 
do no Itetter than dig o u t a ru de wo o den 
receptacle fo r the fo o t, a iravesty o n U*e 
sal*)t. wo rn by the French jieasants, a strip o f 
leather In iu g attached to the to p by means o f 
w hich the clo g war secu red to the ankle. 
Bu t 
by far the best and mo st co mfo rtable style, 
and on*; which was ado pted whenever the ad­ 
ditio nal leather requ ired was to Ik- had, was a 
simple s« » le o f nsh willo w o r so me light wo o d, 
to which fu ll leather u ppers were fastened 
with tacks. 
At first these were so thick, in 
o rder to insu re du rability, that amo ng their 
vario u s o ther effects was that o f adding very 
sensibly to the statu re o f the co mmu nity. 
Later o n it was fo u nd better to make the 
Bo le thinner, and pro tect them fro m wearing 
by nu lling o n their Irtitto ms light iro ns, simi 
lar in shape to a ho rsesho e. 
They are neces- 
sarilv the no isiest sho e« ever wo rn, anno u nc­ 
ing the appro ach o f their wearers at a go o d 
ro u nd distance. 
When the air was clear and 
the gro u nd fro zen o ne was by t his means 
¿o pt well apprised o f the mo vements o f his 
‘minediate neighbo rs. 
Especially did their 
telltale clatter make them the abo minatio n o f 
be negro in his no ctu rnal rambles. To tlio 
dismay o f nervo u s peo ple and carefu l ho u se­ 
wives, their effect indo o rs was so mething ter­ 
rific, tho u gh after iro ns came into vo gu e and 
lessened the impacting su rface the clatter 
was to ned do wn to so mething u nder the 
tram p o f a ho rse.

I SE OF WOODEN BOTTOMS. 
The u se o f wo o den bo tto ms fo r sho es was 
by no men i ls co nfined to the negro es. 
They 
were wo rn by the majo rity o f labo ring peo ­ 
ple, as well as by many o f lx>th « exes who 
ha*l been reared in afflu ence. The scarcity o f 
the last winter o f the war dro ve families into 
them, except the little feet which co u ld no t 
be tru sted to steer su ch crafI, bu t bo re their 
share o f martyrdo m bv being Impriso ned 
thro u gho u t the livelo ng dreary mo nths. 
Great skill and cau tio n were requ isite to 
keep afo o t in wo o den bo tto ms at all, A qu eer 
sj>eetaclo it was, to o , to see o ne s f* Mow ladings 
stepping gingerly aro u nd, as if there wera 
u niversal misgivings a* to the safeness o f the 
earth’* « ru st,. 
One nmv fo rget his first feat 
with firearms aiu l even bis explo it o n skates, 
bu t never his first flight. o n o r, to lie accu ­ 
rate, his first nbdu ctio u by wo o den bitterns. 
If the so les, which, in a clu msy attempt to fir- 
tii© fo o t were shaped like ro ckers, were o ne© 
set in mo tio n, tUey persisted in inexo rably 
tilting o ne fo rward, especially in descending 
a hill, till vo litio n was u tterly lo st, and no tli 
ing sho rt o f an ascent o r a fu ll co u ld arrest 
them. Ho wever, in time they teramo eo m- 
¡laratively manageable, o ne getting able to 
cho o ee hi* o wn path, a* well as to have so me 
small vo ice in sto ppages. 
Uppers were mad© o f such rando m piece«

sho es, while many ladies managed to fashio n 
themselves a so rt o f luo ccaftn o ut o f the 
mo st hetero geneo us and unpro mising

rial« . 
Wo e to tho careless wight who su f­ 
fered bis saddled ho rns to stand o ut near tbs 
church, sto re o r po rto fflo s 
after nightfall! 
The chances were that wt*n ha wsnt to 
mo unt ho wo uld find Hint so fts o n» had ap­ 
pro priated htesuddlactdrts fo r sate leather, 
unless he had fanftallo d mck an scft by ap­ 
pro priating them fslkmtsMt hiumfllf.—At 
IsuttS Mo ulhly .
